It Is Not Necessary to Believe That 
the World Is Only 6000 Years 
Old—Joshua’s Command to the 
Sun and Moon—The Whale Swal- 
lowing Jonah.

At the tabernacle this 
morning, after expounding some pass- 
ages of scripture in regard to the 
mysteries, Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, 
D.D., gave out the hymn beginning:

The subject of his sermon was 
„Tough Things in the Bible,“ and his 
text, II Peter iii, 16: In which are 
some things hard to be understood.“ 
Dr. Talmage said: 

The Bible is the most common-sense 
book in all the world. But there are 
many things in it which require expla- 
nation. It all depends on the mood in 
which you come to this grand old book. 
You may take hold of the handle of 
the sword or its sharp edge. You may 
employ on its mysteries the rule of 
multiplication or subtraction. There 


are things, as my text suggests, hard | fj 


to be understood, but I shall solve 
some of them, hoping to leave upon all 
honest-minded ple the impression 
that if four or five of them can be ex- 
plained perhaps they may all be ex- 
plained. 

Hard thing the first: The Bible says 
the world was created in six days, 
while geology says it was hundreds of 
thousands of years in process of build- 
ing. In the beginning, God created 
the heaven and the earth.” In the 
beginning.“ There you can roll in 
ten million years if you want to. There 
is no particular date given—no contest 
between science and revelation. Though 
the world may have béen in process of 
creation for millions of years, suddenly 
and quickly, and in one week, it ma 
have been fitted up for man’s resi- 
N Just as a great mansion may 

ave been many years in building, and 
yet in one week it may be curtained 
and chandeliered and cushioned and 
upholstered for a bride and groom. 

You are not compelled to believe that 
the world was made in our six days. 
It may not have been a day of twenty- 
four hours, the day spoken of in the 
first chapter; it may have been God’s 
day, and a thousand years with Him 
are as one day. And the evening 
and the morning were the first day 
God's day. And the evenin ant the 
morning were the second day’’—God’s 
day. And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the sixth day”—God’s day. 
You and I, living in the seventh day 
the Sabbath of the world, the day of 
gospel redemption, the grandest day of 
ail the week in which each day may 
have been made up of thousands of 
years. Can Bry tell me how a man 
can get his mind and soul into such a 
blasphemous twist as to scoff at that 
first chapter of Genesis—its verses bil- 
lows of light surging up from sapphire 
seas of glory! 

AN EXPLANATION ON A SCIENTIFIC 
BASIS. 


The Bible represents that light was 
created on Monday, and the sun was 
not created until Thursday. Just think 
of it! A book declaring that light was 
created three days before the sun 
shonel Why, don’t you know that 
heatand electricity emit light inde- 
pendent of the sun? Beside that,when 
the earth was in process of condensa- 
tion, it was surrounded by thick vapors 
and the discharge of many volcanoes in 
the primary period, and all this obscur- 
ation may have hindered the light of 
the sun from falling on the earth until 
that Thursday morning. Beside that,

Beside that, the rocks in crys- 
tallization emit light. There is light 
from a thousand surfaces, the alkalies, 
for instance. The metallic bases emit 
Ligh. There was a time in the history 
of the world when there were thou- 
sands of miles of liquid granite flaming 
with light. Beside that, it has been 
found that there are burned out of 
volcanoes in other worlds which, when 
they were in explosion and activity, 
must have cast forth an insufferable 
light, throwing a glare all over our 
earth. Beside that, there are the 
Aurora Borealis and the Aurora An- 
chalis. A book on Physical Science 
says: 

Capt. Bonnycastle, coming up the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence on the 17th of 
September, 1826, was aroused by the 
mate of the vessel in great alarm from 
an unusual appearance. It was a star- 
light night, when suddenly the sky be- 
came overcast. In the direction of the 
bigh land of Cornwallis county, an in- 
stantaneous and intensely vivid light, 
resembling the aurora, shot out on the 
hitherto gloomy and dark sea on the 
lee bow, that was so brilliant it lighted 
everything distinctly, even to the mast- 
head. The light spread over the whole 


sea, between the two shores, 
and the waves, which before 
had been tranquil, became ag- 
itated. Capt. Bonnycastle describes 


the scene as that of a blazing sheet of 
awful and most brilliant light—a long 
and vivid line of light that showed the 
face of the high frowning land abreast. 
The sky became lowering and more in- 


tensely obscure. Long, tortuous lines 
of light showed immense numbers of 
large fish, g about as if in con- 


sternation. The topsail yard and miz- 
zen boom were lighted by the glare as 
if gaslights had been burned directly 
below them, and until just before day- 
break, at 4 o’clock the most minute ob- 
ject were distinctly visible.“ My hear- 
ers, there are 10,000 sources of light be- 
sides the light of the sun.

There is no such story in the Bible. I 
will tell you what the Bible story is. I 
must say that I have changed my mind 
in regard to some matters which once 
were to me very mysterious. They are 
no more mysterious. This is the key to 
the facts. — This is the story of an eye- 
witness, Noah, his story incorporated 
afterward by Moses in the account. 
Noah described the scene just 
as it appeared to him. He 
saw the flood and he fathomed 
its depths.

Years ago I was on a steamer on the 
River Tay, and I came to Perth, Scot- 
land. I got off, and I saw the most 
wonderful agricultural show that I had 
ever witnessed.

„But how could you get them inte 
the ark?” ask infidel scientists. How 
could they be induced to go into the 
ark? He would have to pick them out

And then that ohe window 
in the ark,, which afforded such * ed 
ventilation" to the creatures there 
assembled—that small window in the 
ark which excites so much mirthful- 
ness on the partof infidels. If they 
knew as much Hebrew as you could 
put on your little finger nail the 
would have known that that word, 
translated window there, means window 
course, a whole range of lights.

All 
ages and all literatures have traditions, 
broken traditions, indistinct ye 
but still tradivions, The eld books o 
the Persians tell about the flood at the 
time of Ahrimm, who so polluted the 
earth that it had to be washed by a 

reat storm. The traditions of the 

haldeans say that in the time when 


Xisuthrus was King there was a 
great flood, and he put his family 
and his friends in a large 
vessel, and all outside of them 
were destroyed, and after a While 
the birds went to and they came 


back and theimelaws-were tinged with 
mud. Lucian and Ovid, celebrated 
writers, who had never seen the Bible, 
described a flood in the time of Deu- 
calion. He took his friends into a boat, 
and the animals came running to 
in pairs. So all lands, aud all ages, 
and all literatures, seem to have a 
broken and indistinct tradition of a 
calamity which Moses, here incorporat- 
ing Noah’s account, so grandly, so 
beautifully, so accurately, 30 solemnly 
records.

Well, if you have 
never seen the moon in daytime, it is 
because you have not been a very dil- 
igent observer of the heavens. ide 
that, it was not necessary for the 
world literally to stop. By unusual re- 
fraction of the sun’s rays the day 
— have n prolonged, So tha 
while the earth continued on its pa 
in the heavens, it figuratively reg Any 
ou must remember that these 
authors used the vernacular of their 
own day, just as you and I say the sun 
went down. The sun never goes down. 
We simply describe what appears to 
the human eye. Besides that, the 
world, our world, could have literally 
stopped-without throwing the universe 
out of balance. Our world has two 
motions—the one around the sun and 
the other on its own axis. It might 
have stopped on its own axis, while at 
the,same time it kept on its path 
through the heavens. So there was no 
need of stellar confusion because our 
world slackened its speed or entirely 
stopped in its revolution on its 
own axis. That is none of 
the business of Jupiter, or 
Mars, or Mercury, or turn, or 
the Dipper. Beside that, within the 
memory of man there have been worlds 
that were born and that died. A few 
vears ago astronomers telegraphed 
through the Associated Press, to all 
the world—the astronomefs from the 
city of Washington—that another world 
had been discovered. Within a com- 
paratively short space of time astrono- 
mers tell us thirteen worlds have 
burned down. From their observato 
they notice first that the worlds loo 
like other worlds; then they become a 
deep red, showing they were on fire; 
then they become ashen, showing they 
were burned down; then they entirely 
disappeared, showing that even the 
ashes were scattered. Now, I say, if 
God can start a world, and swing a 
world, and destroy a world, He could 
stop one or two of them without a great 
deal of exertion, or He could, by un- 
usual refraction of the sun’s rays, con- 
tinue the illumination. But infidel 
scientists say it would have been be- 
littling for other worlds to stop on ac-

A NEW COUNTY HORTICULTURAL 
LAW. 


It is fortunate that, in the general 
confusion attending the closing hours 
of the late disreputable Legislature, 
the horticultural interests of the State 
did not suffer. The State Board of 
Horticulture, through its secretary, B. 
M. Lelong, presented only two bills to 
the Legislature, and both received its 
sanction and are now laws. One con- 
sisted simply of amendments to the 
act creating the State Board. The 
amendments provide for better organ- 
ization and more efficient. work by the 
board. They provide, among other 
things, for the regular election of 
officers, for quarterly meetings of an 
executive committee, for the appoint- 
ment of an assistant to oversee the 
publication of board documents, and 
for other matters. Under the old law 
the Horticultural Board meets only 
twice a year. The new law make the 
president and vice-president and the 
two commissioners from the State at 
large an Executive Committee, which 
shall meet every three months. The 
appointment of quarantine guardians 
in the various counties is also pro- 
vided for, and itis arranged also that 
all county boards of horticulture shall 
report regularly to the State Board. 

The other bill amends what is known 
as the County Horticultural Law. It 
provides for the appointment of three 
Horticultural Commissioners in each 
county, who shall especially attend to 
the healthfulness of the vineyards and 
orchards of the county. These com- 
missioners have the right to inspect 
all orchards and vineyards, to appoint 
district inspectors and quarantine 
guardians, who shall have, all power 
necessary in the prosecution of their 
prescribed duties. The County Com- 
missioners and inspectors, shall be 
paid only for each day that they are 
actually engaged in the performance 
of their duties. | 

Speaking for Southern California, 
we may safely say that there is ample 
room for the exercise of. much greater 
care in the suppression of fruit pests. 
The white scale, and later a myste- 
rious vine disease, are spreading on 
every hand, threatening the very ex- 
istence of our leading industry, and 
few practical steps seem to be taken 
toward overcoming these dangers. 

Under the new County Horticultural 
Law, above referred to, we shall look 
for an era of energetic and persist- 
ent warfare against our insect ene- 
mies. Such warfare will, however, 
avail little unless every individual 
horticulturist helps to the best of his 
ability.

THAT DISGRACEFUL LEGISLATURE, 


The late unlamented Legislature 
did so much evil during its short life 
that it will take some time for the 
people to realize how badly they have 
been cinched. Enormous appropria- 
tions and a number of crude, and in 
many cases probably unconstitutional, 
bills are about all they have left behind 
them. Much of this evil might have 
been avoided had the Governor’s chair 
been occupied by a man of only aver- 
age ability. Such, however, was un- 


| fortunately not the case. 


It is seldom that such a unanimity 
of opinion is found among the news- 
papers as that which has been wit- 


nessed in the comments of leading 


California journals on Mr. Water- 
man’s miserable failure as a Governor. 
We have already given several exam- 
ples of such comment. Here is an- 
other from a recent issue of the San 
Francisco Bulletin: 


Itis reported that Gov. Waterman has 
determined not to be a candidate for re- 
election. It must now be considered a mat- 
ter of wonder that he should have aspired 
to the subordinate place of Lieutenant 
Governor. Even that comparatively hum- 
ble ition he was not able to fill without 
having a prompter. There is no evidence 
that he exercised or attempted to exercise 
any restraining influence on the Legisia- 
ture which bas just adjourned. He seems, 
as a rule, to have signed the bills which he 
should have vetoed, and to have vetoed 
those which should have received his ap- 
proval. The disposition is to refer his in- 
sufficiency as Governor to inexperience. 
Under the present lights it can remain 
there. A day of Bartlett, or of Booth, or of 
Irwin or Downey would have effectually 
changed the whole character of the legisla- 
tion, which Gov. Waterman seemed pow er- 
less to mold or prevent. 


Referring to the enormous steals 
perpetrated by the Legislature, the 
same journal in another article re- 
marks: 


Nearly every salary that could by any 
possible means be increased was acted 
upon. The Governor’s private secretary 
was raised from 3000 to $4000, his executive 
secretary from $2000 to 62600. Every porter 
in the Capitol was increased from 5600 to 
$960 a year. The salary of the Assistant 
Adjutant-General was increased from $2000 
to $2400 a year, and the Commissioner ot 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics was raised 
from 82400 to $3000, The salaries of half 
the Superior Judges in the State were also 
increased,

ARID REGIONS. 
Gen. Greely Reports That Their 
Rainfall Is Underestimated. 


ciated Press.] In pursuance to a resolu- 
tion introduced by Senator Mitchell there 
has been printed a letter from Gen. Greely 
of the Signal Serviee upon. the rainfall of 
the Pacific Slope ana Western States and 
Territories. Accompanying Gen.. Greely’s 
letter is a paper oy Lieut. Glassford of the 
Signal Service discussing the causes of the 
wet and dry seasons, the abundance and 
deficiency in different portions, the summer 
rainy season in Arizona, etc., fortified with 
charts an d tables exhaustive of the subject. 
These tables cover observations from 661 
stations of au average length of seven years 
and three months, and the charts show 
seperately the maximum, minimum and 
mean nfall for every mon nd year. 
The terms of the resolution made it ‘Gen. 
Greely’s duty to “express his views upon 
the importance and value of these charts 
and tables, and also iuferentially to ex- 
press his opinion on the question of the 
recurring drouths in Te aud in relation 
to the véxed question of the increasing or 
decreasing rainfall in the arid ox sub- 
humid regions of the United States.“ Pur- 
suant to this instruction, Gen. Greely dis- 
cusses the matter at great length. 

He says one great result which must re- 
dound to the benefit of the trans-Mississippi 
and trans-Missouri country by the pubiica- 
tion of these official data, will be the dis- 
pelling of the erroneous and injurious im- 
pressions which have long prevailed re- 
garding this extensive region. In the early 
century this territory was viewed as hardly 
suited for civilized man, its enormous plains 
aud vast mountains being represented as 
arid and desert regions, unsuited for culti- 
vation and in many places even unfit for 
pasturage. Adventure, exploration and 
circumstance have hurtied the frentier 
westward until the myths of the Great 
American Desert to the north and of the 
‘rainless “staked. plains” to the south have

WOMAN AND HOME. 


The Importance of Regularity in 
Eating. Etc. ‘ 

I often wonder that we of the hu- 
man family live as long as we do, 
when scarcely a day passes without 
some violation of Nature's laws. Na- 
ture, however tame she may seem, will 


sooner or later exact her penalties for 
violated law, and then woe be to the 
culprit. A family that breakfasts one 
morning at 7, on another at 8, and on 
another morning as late as 90’clock, 
ust as it — cannot expect to en- 
oy good health. System, regularity, 
is what Nature demands, and she is 
ready to reward it. Many men of 
business are in no huriy to return 
home at the regaler dinner hour if 
they have chanced to meet an acquaint- 
ance, or some little detail of business 
is still unfinished. ‘O! dinner can 
wait; that doesn’t matter,“ the hus- 
band: says, and so he delays his 
for half an _ hour 
or longer, though the whole household 
is kept waiting his ceming. Mean- 
while the hungry children get cross 
and impatient, the servant is sulky,be- 
cause the dinner has to be kept hot 
past the usual hour, and the wife is 
wearied by the impatience of the 
children, and a whole train of vexa- 
tions follow in consequence of the un- 
necessaiy delay. 

These things are all worthy of con- 
sideration by the head of the house. 
And not less should he consider the 
essential need of regularity in eating 
no less than sleeping. Eating is a 
necessary and important business of 
our lives, and there is a proper way of 
attending io it. Nothing should inter- 
fere with our attendance upon the 
table when meal time arrives, 
if it is possible to prevent it. Regu- 
laiity in this duty is one of the condi- 
tions exacted if we would enjoy good 
health. Rise with the sun, and let the 
breakfast hour be set not more than 
an hour after rising. Take a good, 
hearty breakfast, in order that you 
may have strength after the night’s 
fasting, for the duties of the morning. 
When the clock strikes the hour for 
lunch, throw your work aside and 
— in a prompt appearance at 

e table. Take an hour from 
your duties, and do not hurry through 
your meals. Have a pleasant word 
with wife and children, and then, man 
of business, go back to your duties, 
strengthened and gladdened by this 
little pause in your business affairs. 
There is no excuse for hurry. God 
has given us all the time we need for 
everything that He would have us 
do, and if we make a proper 
use of that time, and have no penalty

water toa boil; take coffee in bowl, 
strain through à fine sieve, then take 
French coffee-pot,put coffee grounds in 
strainer at the top of the pot, leaving 
water in bowl. Then take boiling 
water and pour over coffee very slowly. 
Then set coffee-pot on stove five min- 
utes; must not boil. Take off and 
pour cold water from bowl that coffee 
was first soaked in, to settle. Serve 
in another pot. Use three parts Java, 
one part Mocha.
